1. All exhibitors must be members of the Society. Membership 
fee $1.00 which must accompany entries. Over 20 entries, 10c per 
entry will be charged. 

2. It is the desire of the Directors that exhibits be in not later 
than 10 a.m., July 5. (All exhibits in Classes 23 to 28 must be in 
by 10.30 a.m., July 5. Judging in these Classes will start at 11 a.m. 
The hall will be closed and no exhibits allowed after 11.00. No 
exhibits will be removed until 5.30 p.m., July 6. These rules will 
be strictly adhered to. 

3. Entries must be made in writing on forms provided not later 
than July 3 at 6 p.m. All late entries cannot be guaranteed accom¬ 
modation, and will be penalized $1.00. 

4. Only one entry will be allowed in each section of a class 
except in case of animals, but may enter and compete for Special 
Prizes as well as ordinary prizes. Horses shown in halter sections 
may be combined and shown as a team. 

5. Entries in classes 25 to 28 must be bonifide work of the 
exhibitor, or member of his or her family, and must not be 
exhibited more than twice. 

6. All exhibits must be the bonifide property of the exhibitor 
for at least 30 days and agricultural products must be grown by 
the exhibitor in 1963. 

7. Bulls must have rings in their noses, or otherwise be 
properly secured to prevent the possibility of an accident. 

8. Herd bulls must not be less than 1 (one) year old. 

9. Brood Mares must be accompanied by their foals. Draft, 
Agricultural, General Purpose, and Farm Chunk teams must be 
shown in Heavy Harness and Wagons. 

10. Ages of all animals will date from January 1, 1963. 

11. Livestock judging to commence at 12 p.m. July 6. 

12. No person will be allowed to interfere with the judges in the 
discharge of their duties. Exhibitors interfering will forfiet their 
right to any premuim to which they might otherwise be entitled. 
Any protest must be made in writing to the Secretary before the 
close of the exhibition. 

13. All animals must be securely tied and led into the ring to 
be judged. 

14. The first prize will be red, the second blue and the third white. 

15. Any exhibitor exhibiting more articles than is called for will 
not be awarded any prize.

18. Directors may award extra prizes to exhibits specially 
recommended by the judges. 

19. If quality of article does not warrent a first prize, even though 
there may not be any competition, the judges shall award only the 
prize the exhibit warrents. 

20. In the event there being only one exhibitor in any livestock 
class, only two prizes will be paid. 

21. In any class the judge will have the power to disqualify any 
article which, in the judges opinion, is not worthy of a prize. 

22. It is the intention of the Directors to make the Exhibition 
as educational as possible, and as there will be competent judges, 
any person may ask why the awards were placed and reasons for 
doing so. The grounds will be open to the public at 8 a.m., July 5 
and 6. 

23. Any exhibitor taking more than $3.00 or over in prizes, 
$1.00 will be retained for 1964 membership. 

24. Premiums will be paid only on the authority and in accordance 
with the judges award. 

25. Should the funds of the Society not be sufficient to pay all 
the prize money in full, the Society will pay same on a percentage 
basis, according to the revenue received. 

26. All cattle entered must have passed the T.B. and Bangs 
tested. 

27. Exhibitors of livestock if requested by the management must 
keep their livestock in readiness for the Stock Parade at the end 
of the day. Refusal will render the exhibitor liable for forfeiture of 
any prize money he may be entitled to.

Rules for judging hunter and jumping classes. Hunters 60% 
Performance and Way of Going; 40% Conformation. Jumpers— 
Performance Only. Each horse shall be ridden at the fences in his 
turn, according to a list prepared by the Master of the Ring. When 
a horse makes two faults at one jump, only the major fault will be 
counted. Refusals will be counted in addition. Judges may order 
any horse from the ring when it has no further chance of being 
placed in the ribbons. Horses will be judged in taking jumps ac¬ 
cording to the following scale of faults: 

Hunters—knocking down obstacles with hind limbs—2 faults. 
Knocking down obstacles with fore limbs — 4 faults. Horse and 
rider, or horse jump — ’ faults. Second refusal or bolting in suc¬ 
cession at same jump — 6 faults. Third refusal or bolting in succes¬ 
sion same jump — debarred. Turning horse between jump will 
count for each offence — 1 fault. Ticks not to count. 

Jumpers — Same as above with the following exceptions: any 
knockdown (front or hind) — 4 faults. Fall of horse or rider — 8 
faults.
